The  .Secessionists  have  llattered  themselves 
all  along  that  the  British  government  would 
recognize  the  indejicndence  of  the  Jell'.

The  steamship  Etna  has  arrived.  The  fol- 
lowing is  the  iiroclamation  of  Gtieen  Vic- 
toria : 

Whereas,  we  are  happily  at  peace  with  all 
.Sovereign  Rowers  and  .States;  and  whereas, 
hostilities  have  unhappily  commenced  be- 
tween the  Government  of  the  ITnited  .‘states 
and  certij.iii  .States,  styling  them.sclves  the 
Confederate  .States  of  .Vmerica;  and  whereas, 
we  being  at  peace  w ith  the  (ioverniiient  of 
the  United  .States,  have  declared  our  Royal 
determination  to  maintain  a strict  anil  im- 
partial neutrality  in  the  contest  hetween  said 
contending  parties;  we  therefore  have 
thought  fit,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  our 
Privy  Council,  to  issue  onr  Royal  proclama- 
tion ; and  we  hereby  w arn  all  our  living  sub- 
jects, and  all  persons  whatever  entitled  to  our 
protection,  that  if  any  of  them  shall  presume, 
in  contempt  of  this  iiroclamation  and  of  our 
high  displeasure,  to  do  any  acts  in  deroga- 
tion of  their  duty  ns  subjects  of  a neutral 
.Sovereign  in  said  contest,  or,  in  violation,  or 
in  contravention  ot  law  of  nations,  and  more 
especially  by  entering  the  military  service  of 
either  contending  party  as  commissioned  or 
non-commissioned  officers  or  soldiers,  or  by 
serv i iig  as  ofti cers,  sa i 1 ors  or  m ari  n es,  on  board 
of  any  ship  or  vc.ssel  of  war  or  transport,  of, 
or  in,  the  service  of  either  contending  party, 
or  by  engaging  to  go,  or  by  going,  to  any 
place  beyond  tiie  seas  with  an  intent  toenli.st 
or  engage  in  any  such  service,  or,  by  procur- 
ing, or  attempting  to  procure,  within  her 
Majesty’s  dominions,  at  home  or  abroad,  or 
aiding  others  to  do  so,  or  by  fitting  out  any 
ship  or  vessel  to  be  employed  as  a ship  of 
war  or  privateer  or  transport,  by  either  con- 
tending party,  or  by  breaking,  or  endeavor- 
ing to  break,  any  blockade  lawfully  or  ac- 
tually established  by  or  on  behalf  of  either 
of  the  said  contending  parties,  or  by  carry 
ing  officers,  soldiers  and  dispatches,  arms, 
military  stores  or  materials,  or  any  articles 
considered  and  deemed  to  be  contraband  of 
war,  according  to  law  or  modern  usage  of 
nations,  for  the  use  of  either  or  said  con 
tending  parties;  all  parties  so  otTending  wil 
incur  and  be  liable  to  the  several  penalties 
and  penal  consequcncca  by  said  .States  or  by 
the  law  of  nations  in  that  behalf  imposed; 
and  we  do  hereby  declare  that  all  our  sub- 
jects, or  persons  entitled  to  our  protection, 
who  may  misconduct  themselves  in  t' 
premises,  will  do  so  at  the  peril  and  of  their 
own  wrongs,  and  they  will  in  no  wise  obtain 
any  protection  from  us  against  any  liabilities 
or  penal  consequences,  but  will,  on  the  con 
trary,  incur  our  disi>leasurc  by  such  miscon- 
duct.

Editor  Commomeeidlh : 

1 noticed  in  the  A’eoinaii  of  May  lOlh, 
an  address  of  Mr.  .Ino.  T.  Ratcliff' to  the  peo- 
ple of  Carter  county,  in  regard  to  some  re.so- 
liitions  adopted  by  them  at  a mass  meeting 
held  at  Boone  Furnace,  Ky.,  composed  of 
the  counties  of  Carter,  Greeiiii)),  Lewis  and 
Boyd,  on  the  27th  of  April  last.  At  said 
meeting  a committee  was  organized  to  draft 
resolutions  expressive  of  the  feelings  of  the 
people  of  said  counties,  and  of  the  meeting 
then  convened.  A proposition  was  made 
and  unanimously  adopted  that  the  diff’erent

W'ood,  Gcu.  Peter  fludley,  and  Dr.  John  U.  Pey- 
ton, are  hereby  con.stitiileil  a Hoard  of  Commis- 
sioners, and  authorized  to  borrow  from  liie  liank.s 
of  issue  in  this  .State  a sum  not  e.\eeeding  $1,- 
IMU),U0U,  tor  tlio  term  of  ten  years,  and  to  exe- 
eutc  to  said  l.anUs,  for  and  on  behalf  of  tlie 
.State  of  Kontneky.  bonds  for  tlic  iimoiiiit  borrow- 
ed from  eaefi  of  them,  not  to  exceed  in  liie  aggre- 
gate the  sum  aforesaid,  which  bauds  are  to  bear 
interest  at  the  rate  of  si.v  per  ecntuiii  per  atinuin, 
payable  scmi-aiiiiually. 

2.  Said  board  of  eonimis.sionci-s  are  authorized, 
with  the  money  so  borrowed,  to  purchase  arms  and 
munitions  of  war:  and  in  making  said  purehases 
shall  ratify  the  contracts  for  the  purehase  of  arms 
heretofore  made  by  the  Governor  of  thi.s  t’onimon- 
wealth  and  pay  f.ir  the  same:  Provided,  .Seven 
hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  only  of  said 
sum  authorized  to  be  borrowed  sliall  be  expended 
in  the  purehase  of  arms  an. I aeeoutrcments,  Isaid 
arms,  accoutrements,  and  munitions  of  war  shall 
be  equally  distributed  betw-ecn  the  .‘'tate  Guard, 
the  organization  of  which  is  now  provided  for  by 
the  military  law,  and  such  Homo  Guard  as  shall 
hereafter  be  organized  in  aeeordanee  with  the 
jirovisioiis  of  tins  act.

But  we  enn  aernrd  justice  to 
those  of  our  citizens  w ho  .still  cling  to  the  yhoet  of 
the  deported  l'nion.  .Uml  we  du  not  mistake  tlic 
nia,-s  Ilf  them  when  we  say,  that  they  will  be  sliuul- 
tier  to  shoulder  with  our  friends  in  resistance  to 
any  invasinn  of  our  suit  for  ony  pretej-t.  eo-  nmltr 
one  onthoritif  trhoU  i*.  r.'' 

These  ar«  words  of  tcrrilde  import.  They 
are  ipiile  signilicant  of  the  nhjei'ls  which 
the  seee.s,sioni.sts  have  in  view.  They  imli- 
eale  distinctly  enongh  the  |mrpose  of  that 
orgiinization.  I.et  them  he  weighed  and 
considered  hy  every  trneaml  loyal  Kenliick 
ian  w ho  desires  the  perpcinily  of  the  l'nion 
and  the  I 'onstilnlion,  and  Ihe  pre.servittion 
of  peace  and  harmony  wilhin  this  I 'ommon- 
wf-alth. 

The  editor  of  the  .''talesman  holdly  de- 
clares liimss'lf  a DhSUXIi  >N  I.'sT,  lie  goes 
even  farther.

and  a ho-t  of  other  men.  distinguished  in 
every  walk  ol  life  - men  whose  name.swill 
live  to  •' the  last  syllable  ol  recorded  lime."

/S’toO'..'.'"  Nolw  ilhslanding  the  North  m.ay, 
at  the  eonclu.sion  of  the  e.xisting  war,  ac 
cede  lo  Ihe  proposition  for  a National  Oon- 
venlioii;  nolw ilhslandiiig  the  North  mavgo 
CM  n farther  and  concede  every  guarantee 
which  tin-  safety  ol  .Southern  inslitnlion.s, 
ami  Ihe  h.vnor  of  .southern  men  may  demau  I ; 
notwithstanding  the  North  maybe  willing 
ly  ei;grafl  even  the  I'rillenden  rompromise 
u]ion  the  Feileral  rouslitiiliou — all  ihi.s  am 
more  may  he  done,  ami  yet  ihe  Statesman 
w ill  not  he  content  lo  have  Kentucky  re- 
main true  to  the  stars  and  stripes  under 
w hich  her  sons  have  so  often  marched  to 
halllc  ami  victory.

That  party  originated  in 
no  honest  desire  to  protect  the  institutions  of 
iheisijulh  uiihiii  the  f.’.-u'oa,  and  under  the  Con- 
etiMion.  hut  witii  the  diabolical  purpose,  un- 


der the  cover  of  “southern  rights.”  to  destroy 
the  Union  of  Washington  at  all  hazards, 
and  at  whatever  co.st.
